Radical students and faculty members hav e fo und a 
new target. Acro ss the co untry , they are challenging the 
Reserv e Officers Training Co rps, which no w pro v ides 
5 0 per cent o f the Army ’s o fficers, 35 per cent o f the 
Nav y ’s including the Marine Co rps and 30 per cent o f 
the Air Fo rce’s. 
There are mo re than 27 0.000 men enro lled in the co rps 
pro grams this y ear at mo re than 330 campuses, with a 
waiting list o f ano ther 20 scho o ls that hav e applied fo r 
a pro gram. Widespread military training had its genesis 
in the Civ il War. when land-grant univ ersities were re­ 
quired to o ffer a co urse in military tactics. Subsequently , 
the Natio nal Defense Act o f 1916 created the Army Re­ 
serv e, the Nav y pro gram was established in 1926 and the 
Air Fo rce in 1946. 
These co urses no t o nly pro v ide the military with 
o fficer material, they also make po ssible higher educa­ 
tio n fo r R.O.T.C.candidates. Upo n co mpleting training, 
they are co mmissio ned and serv e two y ears in the Army , 
three in the Nav y and fo ur in the Air Fo rce. 
The military regards the pro tests as the wo rk o f 
“ go o ns and beatniks.” no t the huge majo rity o f go o d stu­ 
dents. Ho wev er, they and co llege autho rities sho uld be 
o n the alert. Pro tests and demo nstratio ns started by 
the few hav e o ften upset who le campuses. Training mili­ 
tary o fficers is to o serio us 
a need at this time to let radi­ 
cals disturb it. This training is a public serv ice which 
helps to make univ ersities earn o ur tax es fo r their 
upkeep. 


Why State Budgets Rise 


State and lo cal budgets acro ss the co untry are in a 
co st squeeze despite the fact their tax co llectio ns co n­ 
tinued to rise in 1968 , climbing to a reco rd to tal o f $68 .9 
billio n, an increase o f $8 .2 billio n. And the ex pectatio n 
this y ear is that the rise will be ev en greater, perhaps 
ano ther $10 o r $11 billio n to reach 
a to tal o f $8 0 billio n. 
Then, why do state and lo cal budgets zo o m abo v e 
inco me, as anticipated ex penditures indicate in budgets 
being presented in mo st states and lo calities? Beside 
the no rmal increase in the co st o f salaries and materials— 
with salaries being bo o sted under the lash o f strikes o r 
threat o f strikes by teachers, po licemen and firemen— 
there are at least three big demands ev ery where. 
First, state aid fo r scho o ls co ntinues to rise because 
the pupil po pulatio n and scho o l co sts hav e been increas­ 
ing. Bo th driv e up the state and lo cal co ntributio n. 
Ev en mo re co stly in co ngested areas is the welfare 
aid to lo calities. No t o nly do es the migratio n fro m po v ­ 
erty stricken areas co ntinue to the high-welfare states, 
but tho se already there are learning they are entitled 
to mo re, and o rganizing to get it. 
Thirdly , in two -thirds o f the states there is the co st 
o f Medicaid. That is the state co ntributio n to medical 
care fo r peo ple with lo w inco mes, no matter the age o f 
the family inv o lv ed. Legislatures finding ho w co stly 
Medicaid can be, rushed to raise the qualificatio ns, but 
to no av ail. As with welfare, mo re peo ple disco v ered they 
are entitled to it, and they are demanding their share. 
These are all co mparativ ely new' demands o n states 
and lo calities. 
They make the jo bs o f Go v erno rs and 
May o rs and City Managers headaches—to say no thing 
o f their effect o n the tax pay ers.

The 
inescapable co nclu sio n is that 
the co u rts are no t pro perly 
dispo sing o f criminal o ffenders 
and the po lice o fficers lack 
co nfidence that the co u rts are 
su ppo rting po lice diligence.

W hen Babatunde Olatunji brings 
his tro upe o f na tiv e 
African dancers and musicians to Kingston 
o n next Tues­ 
day night, he’ll know he’ll be performing this gig 
befo re a n 
audience 9 0 per cent of whom have co me to hea r the o ther 
half of the bill— Pete Seeger. But it won’t g et him do wn 
because Olatunji knows that when the a udience lea v es the 
municipal auditorium Tuesday night, 
they wo n’t be wo n­ 
dering who he is, anymore. 
In fa ct, o ut in the a udience 
Tuesday night will be a small 
percenta g e o f peo ple who 
have heard him before. 
Most of the people in this area who are familiar with 
Olatunji and his troupe caught them at the 19 64-19 65 
W orld’s Fair in New York, where the show wa s o ne of the 
highlights of the African pavilion. 
Ho wev er, he haj a p­ 
peared widely at colleges, folk festivals, 
a nd benefits a ll 
over the States. Like Pete Seeger, who tra v els the wo rld 
bringing his message and the folk 
music of America to 
foreign countries, O latunji is bringing his 
messa g e a nd the 
folk music of his native Africa to us. (Yes, as mind-wa rp- 
ing as it may be to tie in—to the vast 
ma jo rity o f the 
world’s people, we 
are a foreign country.) 


Ola tunji’s messa g e is two fo ld. T o the Bla ck America n, 
he ho pes to bring a pride in his herita g e, a nd a n a wa reness 
o f his culture tha t histo ry ha s depriv ed so ma ny o f. And 
he ho pes to sho w White America a side o f the Bla ck Ra ce 
tha t a ll to o ma ny a re una wa re o f. Bla ck music g o es further 
ba ck tha n Chuck Berry , further ba ck tha n Lo uis Armstro ng , 
a nd further ba ck tha n “ No bo dy Kno ws the Tro uble I’v e 
Seen.” Ev en Ola tunji wo n’t ta ke us ba ck to the sta rt— but 
he'll g iv e us a n insig ht into the herita g e o f Ca nned Hea t, 
Jimi Hendrix , a nd the Fleetwo o d Ma c. 
O f co urse, a ll tha t herita g e co uld be a cra shing bo re, 
but Ba ba tunde Ola tunji isn’t a bo ut to blo w his messa g e by 
putting us to sleep. He, himself o ffers a n info rma l co mmen­ 
ta ry o n the perfo rma nces by a tro upe o f Africa n drummers 
a nd o ther musicia ns. Africa n drums, ra ther like the o r­ 
chestra l kettledrum, a re ca pa ble o f pro ducing to na l effects 
in a dditio n to percussio n. Ha rmo nizing with the drums a re 
bells, ho rns, string ed instruments, a nd o cca sio na lly , v o ices. 
Da ncing to the na tiv e music is a n Africa n tro upe. So me o f 
the da nces a rc relig io us in o rig in— while o thers a re a ny thng 
but! 
Rev iewers co nsistently refer to the da ncers a s “ unin­ 
hibited” in sev era l numbers, a nd to the drummers a s being 


“ full of primitive passion.” The language of reviews being 
what it is (A nd don’t get us wrong, some of our best friends 
are reviewers . . . .) this simply means that the show is 
lively. Exceedingly lively at times. 
1'he performers wear flambouyant African costumes 
that need no light show to provide psychedelic eye-poppers. 
Special effects included in many shows are a dancer who 
spirals up in a tent-like costume until he is twelve feet above 
the floor, a dazzling drum solo by Ladji Camara, a masq ue 
dance, and a “ Batakoto,” or West African challenge dance 
between the dancers and drummers where they work into a 
frenzy of “top that, if you can!” 


W hile the reviewers are using words like “ powerful,w ex­ 
otic,” “vibrating,” and “ fascinating,” a teenaged boy who 
knows who O latunji is summed up the act far better by 
saying, “ It’s a good trip.” It is. It’s a trip to Africa. It’s a 
trip into our origins, and into the origins of music of all 
kinds. And, perhaps, it be be a trip into the future, too. . . . 
So come on, take a trip Tuesday night. It starts from the 
municipal auditorum at 8 p. m. Hs name is Babatunde 
O latunji. 
O h yes, and— uh— Pete Seeger will be there, too. • • •
